Though the news bronght by the Hibernia cannot be considered as at all 
deciding the great political problem which has agitated the public mind in this 
country : it shows clearly that the moral sense of England is against » war for 
@ barren territery; or the more barren idea of honor: The “ Times ” may be 
considered, under sir Robert Peel’s administration, as 4 quasi-official paper ; 


and its tone and opinions are so much moderated, and so just, that all parties| 


coneur in considering the tidings received by the steamer, as in the highest de- 
gtee favorable. Asa proof of the pyblic estimation of the changed political 
Prospects, we quote a mivch greater ease in the Money Market than has for 
some time been observed ; and. a little diminished rate of discount on bills 
passed out of doors, as it is termed. From seven to ten per cent. is how a fair 
quotation ; and we must add the remark, that the return day of the Banks hav- 
ing but just passed, there'is as yet no visible effect produced by their more lib- 
eral discounts, which may perhaps soon be felt. 

Weare glad to see that several of our have again called public 
attention to the absurdity and the unfairn-ss of our Usury Laws. We are far 
behind the age on this subject, and our tors could with advantage look to 
the statutes of the Western States for fight on this important point. Were 
these laws done away with, excepting so far as relate to ihe rate of interest, 
when no specific contract exists, and to loans on mortgages, we are confident 
that the almost unanimous opinions of commercial and well-informed meu, 
would be found correct ; that the actual rate of discouunt would be materially 
less than now. The Usury Laws are a relic of the datk ages, when sumptuary 
laws were considered indispensable, and when the law-makers of Epgiand were 
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other restraining law has been consigned to oblivion ; and why & law, of whieh 
no honest man can ever take adva:itage to atold payment of a just claim ; and 
of which rogues are continually availing themselves to defraud others, should 
be upheld and perpetuated, a curse upon us, we cannot even imagine. Not con- 
tent with any moderate penalty, the Legislature of New York decree that the 
whole debt shall be forfeited, and, moreover, make a criminal offence of the 
act of taking over seven pert cent. per annum for the use of motiey. The law, 
so far as relates to the criminal part, is a dead letter : and openly violated laws 
bring more contempt on our statutes than any other one thing. So far as it re- 
lates to the pecuniary damages, the jaw is a mere premium to crime ; for it 
‘offers no inducements to the honest to defraud : while it encourages and aids 
the rogue in his swindling designs, If our Legislature could but look at this 
subject ‘xi the light of common sense, we are sure that the present statute 
4 


would be at once repealed. 
We are truly pleased to set that Pennsylvania not only pays its present inte- 
rest, bat its Legislature propose a plan for a sittking fund, which, if carried 
through, will at once caticel 4 large amount of the principal of the debt, and 
tert medps for the piyment of the rest. In this view we are not surprised 
o see the advance which has taken place in this stock ; our only wonder is that 
it bas nat risen much higher. With the interest sure, it isa cheap stock ; with 
tie principal in prospect, it is one of the best investinents that can be made. 
With the arrangement proposed by Indiana, as by the bill which hus 
her Legislature, we are far from satisfied ; and, at another time, will give more 
at Tength our views of the bill. At present we can only say, that we had 
much r_ther hold the bonds of the State, with no law at all for our relief, than 
to accept the act which gives us the revenues from a canal which has always 
been a drain upon the State, for one-half of our indebtedness ; and the same 
promise to pay, which we now have (and nothing more) for the other half. 
We cannot believe that Indiana will let the matter rest here. Illinois on the 
ove side of her, will soon be paying a portion of her debt ; and Ohio, on the 
other, has always been prompt as honor itself in meeting her payments. 
Should Indiana do no more than she now promises to do, she will be outdone 
and laughed at by her sister States on either hand; and the necessary results 
of dishonesty will be seen, in a not increasing population, and an empty 
}treasury. The operation of the new law of Indiana is as follows : 
A Bond of Indiana on the Ist of January, 1847, will amount to— 
Principal, - - - - $1000 
Interest 6 years, 7 - 300 
—— 1300 


The State has the option to receive the bond, and issue for the half, a trans- 
ferable certificate for $650, bearing five per cent. interest, payable half yearly, 
in New York; the first payment to be made July 1, 1847. This new stock 
the State will assume to pay. : 

For the balance, $650, the State will issue a new stock, bearing five per cent. 
interest, for which, principal and iuterest, the holder looks to the Canal, and 
Canal revenues ana lands solely, releasing the faith and credit of the State en 
tirely. The State is to transfer to trustees the whole Capal, Canal lands, and 
all property belunging to it, which trustees ure to pay out of the same, the said 
stock and interest ; the holders to advance money to finish the Canal, which ad- 
vance, with six per cent. interest, is first to be paid out of the revenues of the 
Canal
